The poor have sold 
their animals and are selling their 
children for f3 to $4 each with a hope 
that they will be fed. The tem perature 
is sim ilar to that of New York and 
since the crop failures there is not 
only no food but no fuel as the Chi­ 
nese depend upon sorghum, stalks for 
fuel largely. 
The people have also 
sold their padded clothing and many 
children are entirely naked. The funds 
will be used for grain, seeds and medi­ 
cine. Grain may be had in Manchura 
and other countries and the railroads 
will give free transportation. 
The cry of children comes for bread 
snd milk. 
The appeal of the empty 
hand'and the empty stomach comes to 
America, China’s best friend and sav­ 
iour in this time of dire need. 
It is 
sinful for us who are well fed and 
clothed to indulge in luxury when mil­ 
lions are starving and freexing in any 
country on this globe. It is estimated 
that $2 per month will keep a person 
alive, will supplement the leaves and 
gras» and bark they will have to eat; 
f i t will aid one person uétU wtort 
spring snd 1100 will keep a family 
alive. The appeal is made to churches, 
Sunday schools, missionary sooieties, 
clubs, chambers of commerce, etc. 
Churches may send contributions thru 
the foreign mission boards or societies 
if they choose, or money may be de­ 
posited in any of ths banks si Albany- 
Decatur, which have agreed to receive 
it far this purpose.

WEARING OF THE UNIFORM 
Shortly after the armistice was signed, thou­ 
sands of American youths were so anxious to dis­ 
card their uniforms, they were willing Tó Assort 
to almost any method to insure their early dis­ 
charge from the service. The recent activities of 
Federal and state officials to prevent the wear­ 
ing of the uniform of the Array, Navy and Ma­ 
rine corps by persons not in the service indicates 
one of two things. Either the service men were 
not as anxious as they thought they were to get 
back into citizens clothes, “cits” in the vernacular 
of the service man; or the uniform is made more 
attractive when it does not carry with it an en­ 
listment blank.
